Plans for the resumption of operations on the White 
Mountain Paper Company project have now been com 
pleted. These plans, in brief, involve the organization of 
two separate companies; one a timber and pulp company, 
which will own the woodlands and water powers, atid 
operate on them saw milK&, pulp mills, &e.; the other a 
paper manufacturing company, which will complete thie 
construction work at Portsmouth, and practically own and 
operate the big paper ‘mill at that place. The timber and 
pulp company, according to the present program, will lease 
to the manufacturing company for a period of fifty years 
the mill site at Freeman's Point, N. H., and will contract 
to supply the paper company with wood pulp. Both com 
panies will be incorporated without further delay. 

When asked for a confirmation of the report as out 
lined above Oakleigh Thorne, president of the Nor‘ti 
American Trust Company, said this week to a representa 
tive of Tue Paper TrRAvE JOURNAL: 

“You are at liberty to say that it is the present intention 
of the reorganization committee to organize two separfat 
companies to take over and operate the propetty now held 
by the White Mountain Paper Company.

On this point it is intimated that 
certain publishers of daily papers in New York have agreed 
to take large blocks of the stock. The reason for secrecy 
on this score is due to the fact that these publishers do 
not care just yet to disturb their pleasant relations with the 
companies that are now supplying them with paper. The 
high price of news paper, whith some of the publishers 
think is due to a combination among news manufacturers 
is responsible for the interest of the publishers in the com- 
pany which is to make paper at Portsmouth, N. H. 

A hearing on the claims of the creditors of the White

Paper TRAvE JourNAt in the following statement: “The ap 
plication for a receiver for the White Mountain Paper Com 
pany was made by a reorganization committee appointed 
by and representing the larger holders of the company’s 
securities. This committee is made up of Hosmer Par 
sons, cashier of the Wells-Fargo Bank, New York; Wil 
liam B. Plunkitt, North Adams, Mass Samuel Colt, 
president of the Industrial Trust Company, of Provi 
dence, R. I.; George B. James, of Boston, Mass., and 
Oakleigh Ihorne, of the North American Trust Com 
pany, of 149 Broadway, New York. The application for 
a receiver is a friendly matter looking to the reorganiza 
tion of the company. This move was made necessary 
because those best informed in regard to financial affairs 
realized that the White Mountain Paper Company was 
not properly financed. To remedy the defects of the 
original financial plan of the company is the reason for the 
receivership.”

On the Wisconsin River, how 
ever, where about the same conditions of expectation of 
water rule, there is more likelihood of trouble, as danger 
ous ice gorges have frequently formed before at this time 
of the year.

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BUSINESS IMPROVING. 


Manufacturers Are Receiving a Larger Volume of Orders 
—The Jobbing Market Is Seasonably Active— 
Transportation Lines Crippled. 











Favorable weather and the general activity incident to 
the spring season have combined this week to increase the 
demand for paper. All grades have been moving quite 
well. With the jobbers trade has been fairly good, still 
nearly all of them confess that the demand is not noted 
for its briskness. In manilas there is perhaps more activ- 
ity this week because of the retail buying for the Easter 
holidays. An average demand for book and writing papers 
is also reported by the dealers. In lithographic papers 
the market is practically at a standstill. The loss of this 
trade, of course, reduces the volume of business. With 
the manufacturers, as a rule, the situation is stronger 
comparatively than it is in the distributing trade. All of 
them, nevertheless, complain about the general low level 
of prices and contend that an all round advance should 
be made. A step in this direction was taken this week by 
the International Paper Company in its decision to make 
a substantial advance on all its manila papers, the same 
to take effect on April 1. It is thought likely that 
other manufacturers of manilas will also put up their 
prices, as they have all been advocating such a move for 
some time back. The proposition to raise the differential 
in the price of the 25 to 30 pound manilas from one-quar- 
ter to one-half cent per pound has been discussed of late, 
and it is understood that a number of the manila paper 
manufacturers will hereafter make a difference of one-half 
a cent per pound when quoting on their light weight pa- 
pers. The reason given for the advance in manilas is the 
high cost of the raw materials. Prices on its manilas, it 
is stated, were not advanced earlier in the year by the In- 
ternational because the company had to stop making ma- 
nilas on account of the shortage of ground wood. The 
high price of pulp woods and the consequent increased 
cost of ground wood, sulphite and soda pulp are being 
urged by the manufacturers of the various kinds of paper 
as the strongest argument in favor of an all round ad- 
vance in prices. The gradual increase in the cost of labor 
is also cited as another reason for higher prices. The 
book paper manufacturers in particular are insistent in 
their advocacy of higher prices because of the scarcity of 
soda pulp. The very strong demand for all grades of sul- 
phite is also referred to when the question of prices hap- 
pens to be under discussion. The firmness of the foreign 
rag market is an additional argument in this direction. 
As has been said before, the mills of the country, speak- 
ing generally, are pretty well filled with orders. With the 
dealers, on the other hand, the demand seems a little less 
in volume than is expected at this season of the year. On 
the whole there is about an average spring business.

Michigan Southern and Chicago, Kalamazoo and Sagi 
naw, did very little business, and that with the greatest 
difficulty. A great many mills and factories are located 
in the various towns along the river front, and nearly all 
of these were forced to shut down for several days, and 
reported their main floors flooded to an extent of from 
2 to 6 feet, with considerable damage to machinery and 
stock as a result. 

Mill No. 2 of the Kalamazoo Paper Company was 3 
feet under water, while in the new mill several pumps 
worked steadily day and night to prevent serious damage. 
and succeeded in preventing the water from getting above 
the basement. 

The Riverview Cgating Mill stood like an island in a 
great lake, and boats were employed to transfer the em- 
ployees to and fro. The mill ran steadily throughout. 

All the other paper mills in this city were able to op- 
erate. The greatest inconvenience was due to the fact 
that all sidetracks leading to the mills were several feet 
under water, and it was impossible to move a carload of 
freight in or out for several days. 

The Michigan Paper Company, at Plainwell, and the 
Bardeen Paper Company, at Otsego, also reported serious 
damage from the high water, and only operated under the 
greatest difficulties. 

The Kalamazoo Valley Electric Company, which has 
three big power dams on the Kalamazoo River north of 
this city, has been forced to put up the fight of its life 
to save its property, and it was only by the greatest ef 
forts, coupled with good luck, that the dam at Otsego 
did not go out. As it was this structure settled 18 inches 
and a big crevasse appeared that promised to be very 
serious, but several hundred tons of stone were used to 
protect the weakened portion and the danger thereby 
averted. 

It is believed the crest of the flood has passed and a 
few days’ time will see all mills and railroad lines running 
regularly. H. 


Great Damage in Ohio. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.]} 

Dayton, Ohio, March 28, 1904.—The most destructive 
flood in the history of the Miami Valley occurred here last 
Saturday and Sunday, when many of the paper mills in 
the southern part of the valley were forced to suspend 
operations, several thousand workmen being thrown out 
of employment. A terrific rainstorm prevailed all of Fri 
day night and it was not until the following morning that 
the havoc was wrought. The entire Ohio Valley seemed 
to have been deluged and all of the principal streams and 
their tributaries overflowed surrounding territory. Scores 
of industries were stilled and it will be several days before 
resumption in the usual! manner will be attempted. The 
rise of the Miami River was unprecedentedly rapid, a 15 foot 
level having been reached Saturday morning, from which 
time a steady rise was noted until Sunday, when the flood 
was checked by the advent of cold weather. 

At Hamilton several hundred families were rendered 
homeless and the police experienced much difficulty in res- 
cuing the people. 
with water broke, and Hamilton was seriously threatened 
Nearly all of the mills were forced to close, including the 
big Champion Coated Paper Company's plant, which gives 
employment at present to 500 men. All were immediately 
thrown out of work and active steps were taken to save the 
mill from serious damage. 

In Dayton the three rivers extending into the city’s lim 
its, as well as Wolf Creek, which during spring freshets 
assumes the proportions of a maddened river, were all on 
the rampage, the water being as high as during the mem- 
orable floods of 66 and ‘98, when several thousand homes 
in Riverdale and North Dayton were inundated and thou 
sands of dollars of damage was done to property. How- 
ever, since 1898 the local authorities have made improve- 
ments on the levees north of the city, expending about 
$150,000, and the town luckiiy escaped a_ similar flood, 
though conditions otherwise were just as favorable for the

Mittrnocxet, Me., March 28, 1904.—The Great Northern 
Paper Company is pushing to completion its new dam 
The work is in charge of the noted dam builders, Jasper 
Johnson & Son, of Bangor. The purpose of the dam is to 
hold reserve water for the paper mill here. 

This structure is 1,500 feet long, 50 feet wide on the bot 
tom and 39 feet high from the bed of the river.

This 
dam will change the aspect of the Chesuncook region, the 
contour of the entire lake and many of its tributaries.

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PULP WOOD HIGHER. 


Its Increase in Cest During the Past Few Years—Some 
Comparative Ranges of Prices—What 
an Expert Says, 








In their advocacy of higher prices the paper manufac- 
turers whose chief raw material is wood call attention to 
the gradual increase in the cost of pulp woods since 18908. 
At that time and for a number of years previous the price 
of logs was low. But beginning in that year there has 
been a steady increase in their cost to the paper maker 
This advance amounts to at least 30 per cent., or, in other 
words, the increase per cord of pulp wood has been from 
25 cents to 70 cents per year, dependent on the locality. 
By way of comparison it is cited by the paper manufac- 
turers that, while previous to 1808 their supply of domestic 
pulp wood cost them, delivered at the mills, between $5 
and $6 per cord, the present cost of wood is between $7 
and $8, delivered. A corresponding advance has also 
taken place in the cost of Canadian pulp wood. Rough 
spruce logs that used to cost from $3 to $4 per cord f. o. b. 
cars are now quoted at from $4.50 to $5. Peeled spruce 
wood, that sold for $3.50 to $4.50 per cord five years ago, 
is now selling at from $5.50 to $6 per cord f. o. b. cars. 
Poplar logs in the United States, that used to cost 
$6 per cord and less delivered, now cost the paper manu- 
facturers nearer $9 per cord. Canadian poplar has ad- 
vanced from $3 and $3.50 to $5.50 and $6 f. o. b. cars. Be- 
sides the increased cost of the wood freight rates have 
also advanced within the same time. But notwithstanding 
the increased cost of their raw material the selling price of 
wood papers has not advanced proportionately. 

Speaking in regard to pulp woods and their increased 
cost, an authority on the subject explained the advance 
to a representative of THe Paper Trape JourNAL as fol- 


lows: 

“Previous to 1898 the situation in the various lines of 
trade for a number of years had been unsatisfactory. As 
a result of the depression the lumber business was in a 
Because of the low prices many sellers of lum- 
Pulp wood was, there- 


bad way. 
ber had to discontinue business. 
fore, cheap, as every timber land owner who happened 
to need some cash sold his standing wood. It was his 
best asset upon which to get a ready return in cash. 
Times were so hard that there was an oversupply of 


wood for sale. Naturally the price of lumber and pulp 


wood declined. Beginning in 1898, however, the Spanish 
War gave an impetus to general business, and the price of 
lumber, in common with every other commodity, began to 
advance. Timber that had been costing $12 to $13 per 
thousand feet advanced to $18 to $20 per thousand feet. 
There has been more of an advance in lumber than in 
pulp wood. But the latter cost more, too, because after 
a time there was not a sufficient supply of pulp wood avail- 
able to meet the demand without including more or less 
spruce which was suitable for lumber. The result was 
that purchasers of pulp wood had to meet lumber prices. 
In this connection I want to state that the idea that pulp 
wood is not suitable for any other purpose than to be 
ground into pulp is erroneous. In the absence, therefore, 
of a plentiful supply of cheap pulp wood the buyers had to 
bid on the better material, and of course had to pay cor- 
respondingly for it.” 

Continuing, this gentleman said: “The available supply 
of spruce timber is limited. The competition for it has 
naturally forced prices up. Each year the supply must be 
drawn from places still more remote than the year before. 
This necessity has gradually increased the cost to the pa- 
per manufacturer. The cut of wood this winter has been 
fairly large, but the increased demand more than offsets 
the increase in the supply. The two years previous, how- 
ever, were unfavorable for lumbering, as the thaws came 
too early for the men to get the logs out. The very deep 
snow this winter has of course increased the cost of lum- 
bering operations because much shoveling of snow had to 
be done. The congestion of traffic on the railroads this 
winter and the inability to get pulp shipments through 
have helped to stiffen the market on pulp wood. The cost 
of pulp wood to the paper manufacturer this winter has 
been higher than for many years, and there are no indica- 
tions that the cost will be less in the future.”

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NEW BRUNSWICK LOGS. 


She Wants to Keep Them Herself and Prevent Them From 
Coming to the United States Mills— _ 
Legislative Discussion. 


Frepericton, N. B., March 24, 1904—The New Bruns- 
wick Legislature has been considerably stirred up this week 
by the introduction of a resolution looking to the enact- 
ment of a law to prevent logs cut from Crown lands being 
exported from New Brunswick in the round or unmanu- 
factured state. The measure was introduced by J. K. 
Flemming, M. P. P. (Opposition), who seeks to prevent 
the sending of such logs to the American mills at Van 
Buren, Me., for manufacture, as is now done. 

The bill is aimed directly at the St. John Lumber Com- 
pany at Van Buren, in which C. A. Milliken, formerly of 
Augusta, is largely interested and where it is proposed to 
erect a pulp mill within the next year or so, and utilize the 
waste from the saw mill, which within that time is expected 
to be doubled in its capacity. 

Here is the debate leading up to the presentation of the 
resolution : 

Mr. Flemming said: “The motion which I am about to 
make is a matter of great importance to the Province of 
New Brunswick, and its importance will continue to in- 
crease as the years go by. When you get a short distance 
above Grand Falls of the St. John the river becomes the 
boundary between this province and the United States. 
There are quite a number of large mills near Van Buren, 
in Maine, and these mills are open to receive logs coming 
down the St. John. 

“Recently there has been a very large mill erected at 
Van Buren capable of cutting many millions a year, and it 
is understood that a large proportion of the lumber cut in 
New Brunswick above that point is sawed in this and other 
American mills. I am aware that we cannot prevent pri- 
vate owners from selling their logs to the Americans, but 
the Government has the right to impose conditions on the 
lumber cut on Crown lands. 

“T have here an interview with J. Fraser Gregory, which 
was published recently, in which he approves of this reso- 
lution, which is along the line of legislation enacted in 
Ontario. He states that every season many millions of 
provincial logs, principally cedar, that are cut on New 


Brunswick lands, are manufactured in the State of Maine, 
above Grand Falls. In the ordinary course of business 
this lumber would come down the St. John River and be 
manufactured near the city of St. John. 

“Within the last fifteen years at least four-fifths of the 
shingle business has been transferred from St. John to the 
State of Maine above Grand Falls. This condition of af- 
fairs is not satisfactory, and it is likely to grow worse. 
The Province of Ontario had a similar difficulty, for their 
logs were taken across the lakes to the State of Michigan 
and manufactured into lumber. This led to the passing of 
the act of 1898, which provided that all the pine logs cut 
on the Crown lands of Ontario must be manufactured in 
that province. This act passed the Ontario Legislature 
without any opposition. 

“Last year the Legislature guaranteed the bonds of the 
Restigouche and Western Railway, and when that road is 
built it will tap the River St. John at St. Leonards oppo- 
site Van Buren, and bring that town within 40 miles of 
the best lumber region in New Brunswick. This lumber 
will go to the mills of Van Buren to be manufactured. 

“The Hon. Mr. Hill, when speaking on the Restigouche 
and Western Railway, which runs through Crown lands, 
last year, pointed out that when this railway was built 
round logs would be exported to Maine for manufacture, 
and he gave this as a reason why the bonds of the railway 
should not be guaranteed by the Government. The A torney- 
General, in speaking of the same subject, read an estimate 
of the earnings of the road, which included the carrying 
of 6,000,000 feet of round lumber to be sawed at the mills 
at Van Buren, and also 50,000 cords of pulp wood to be 
manufactured in the United States. In regard to shingles 
there is a duty of 30 cents a thousand on shingles going 
into the United States.‘ One thousand feet of cedar will 
make about 8,000 shingles, so that by manufacturing them 
in Van Buren and thus escaping the duty, there will be 
an advantage of $2.40 on each 1,000 feet of cedar.” 

Hon. Mr. Tweedie—If this resolution was carried would 
not the Americans increase the dufy on our shingles? 


Mr. Flemming—No; they would not change their whole — 


tariff for so small a matter. A great deal has been said 
about pulp mills, but if this wood is allowed to go into the 
American market it will be putting a premium on the 
American mills and destroying our own 

Hon. Mr. Tweedie—Does not the United States Govern-

Mr. Flemming—They discriminate against Quebec be- 
cause of the penalty imposed on pulp wood which is ex- 
ported 

Hon. Mr. Pugsley—Don’t you think that if we passed this 
resolution and carried its terms the United States would 
raise the duty on our pulp? 

Mr. Flemming—There is another feature that I must re- 
fer to. These logs of ours which go to the American mills 
are sawed by American labor, for the alien labor laws 
keep our men from being employed in the American mills. 

Mr. Robertson—Might not this interfere with the preg- 
ent arrangement by which American logs are floated down 
the St. John River and manufactured in the city of St 
John? 

Mr. Flemming—I do not see how this arrangement could 
be affected by what I propose. The logs are now manu- 
factured in St. John and that city has the advantage of 
this arrangement. We want to do the same thing for our 
own mills up river. Having pointed out the reasons why 
this resolution should pass, I will conclude by reading it, 
as follows: 

Whereas, Large sums of money have been invested in 
sawmills for the manufacture of lumber throughout that 
province, and especially along the River St. John from 
its mouth to the headwaters thereof, and many of our 
people find employment in connection therewith; and, 

Whereas, It is desirable at all times to encourage the 
profitable employment of capital within our midst and 
to keep our wage earners permanently employed at home: 
and, 

Whereas, It is generally understood and known that 
lumber operations are now carried on at the headwaters 
of the river and still larger operations are projected by 
which logs and other lumber cut on the Crown lands oi 
the province are being shipped in the round or unmanu- 
factured state to the neighboring State of Maine, there 
to be manufactured in the mills of that country to the 
great detriment of our manufacturing and labor interests: 
and, 

Whereas, Under the alien labor laws of the United 
States our wage earners are prevented from crossing to 
the State of Maine to work in the manufacture of such 
logs and lumber so being cut and exported from our 
Crown lands; therefore, _ : 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this House, legislation 
should be at once promoted to prevent logs and other 
lumber which are grown and cut on Crown lands from 
being exported from the province in the round or un- 
manufactured state. 

Mr. Tweedie moved that a committee of seven be ap- 
pointed with full power to summon witnesses and consider 
this resolution, which was done.

It Is Rumored That It Will Purchase Large Double Five 
Stery Building on South Sixth Street, 
Philadeiphia. ‘ 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PHILADELPHIA, March 29, 1904.—Rumors of the most im- 
portant removal which the local jobbing trade has seen in 
recent years are rife and the establishment by the Garrett- 
Buchanan Company of the largest warehouse and store in 
the city is prophesied. 

The Garrett-Buchanan Company, it is said, has secured 
an option and shortly will purchase the large double five 
story brick building, 18 and 20 South Sixth street and ex- 
tending through to South Marshall street. The building 
has a frontage of 44 feet and a depth of 175 feet, is solid 
and substantial, has two elevators and a thorough equipment. 
It is now occupied by the Dill & Collins Company and the 
Whiting Paper Company. Its present owner is the estate 
of Theodore Megargee, one of the three original members 
of the firm of Megargee Brothers, the parent of many 
present day paper houses. 

The fact that the property was for sale was well known, 
but the news that the Garrett-Buchanan Company would 
purchase it came as a great surprise to the local trade. It 
was well known, however, that the Garrett-Buchanan Com- 
pany was cramped for room and in addition suffered the 
inconvenience of divided location. The firm now occupies 
a storage warehouse at 12 South Marshall street, its main 
warehouse and store at 3 and 5 South Marshall street and 


an annex at 518 and 520 Ludlow street, lately occupied by 
Charles M. Stoever & Co. The fact announced in THe 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, that at the last of the monthly gath- 
erings which the general manager, J. H. Sinex, is giving 
to employees of the house for purposes of mutual benefit 
he submitted to his guests the problem of planning a model 
paper warehouse, throws an interesting side light on the 
rumor of the new location. A plan was submitted to those 
who attended, identical with the plan of the new ware- 
house, save that one of the stairways was omitted, and all 
are now at work on a system of arrangement for offices, 
sample rooms, shipping facilities, &c. None of those who 
saw the plan offered suspected that it was the very plan 
of the adjacent building. It is expected that when all the 
suggestions are submitted some very valuable advice, based 
on the experience of men actively concerned in all the 
branches of a modern paper jobbing house, wiii have been 
tendered to the management. 

The officers of the Garrett-Buchanan Company asked to 
be excused today when the request for a statement with 
regard to the proposed new move was made. It is under- 
stood, however, that the Whiting Paper Company and 
Dill & Collins have leases which run to the end of the 
present year and that the new warehouse and stores will 
not be taken by the Garrett-Buchanan Company until then.

fraud its creditors, convey and transfer by mortgage deed 
to F. H. George, for the alleged consideration of $11,000, 
all of its real estate, on which are located all of its mills, 
shops, other buildings and offices, used by it in carrying 
on its business.” 

It is also alleged and aserted “that the said Iowa Paper 
Mills Company is insolvent, and that within four months 
next preceding the date of this petition, the said Iowa Pa- 
per Mills Company did commit divers acts of bankruptcy, 
in that it did heretofore and at various times, transfer and 
turn over large portions of its then existing property to 
certain of its then existing creditors, said property being 
in money, accounts and other personal property and the 
nature of such transfers being payments to unknown cred- 
itors, with the intent thereby to prefer such creditors.”

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DRY AND SATURATED FELTS. 


The Condition of the Market Today—Causes That Have 
Led to the Demoralization—New Product 
That Has Come to Market. 








The situation in building papers, according to the manu- 
facturers, is far from encouraging. Since the middle of 
last December there has been a steady decline in the de- 
mand for both the dry and the saturated felts. This 
week, because of the settled weather, which permits of 
building operations, there is a slight improvement in busi- 
ness. Very little of this, h.wewver, is shared by the manu- 
facturers, as stocks in the hamds of the dealers are, as a 
rule, very large. The strike now on in the building trades 
in New York has been more than enough to offset the 
increase due to the opening up of spring trade. As a re- 
sult of the depression in these papers this winter, prices on 
them have gone off considerably. Some recent quotations 
made on the dry felts have been lower than any figure 
given in four years. 

The depression in the buildimg paper line began about 
a year ago. It was not severely felt, however, till the end 
of last summer. By that tirme the long strike jn the 
building trades had resulted im an accumulation of stock 
in the hands of dealers throughout the country. The gen- 
eral unsettled condition of the building trades last year, 
due to the labor disputes, no doubt had a great deal to do 
with the curtailsnent of the demand for these papers. In 
addition to the falling off in the demand a bad situation 
has been made worse by the increase in production of many 
of the felt mills. Preparations for this increase had been 
made during the prosperous year of 1902. Besides, two 
new mills have come on the market with their products 
during the year. A third large mill will soon be running 
on felts. Three or four small mills within the year have 
also turned their attention to making felts. The combined 
result of a decreased demand and an increased production 
has been an alrmost total demoralization of the market on 
both dry and saturated felts. The introduction of a new 
paper made by a patented process has also come into use 
within the year, and has of course affected the demand 
for the saturated felts. 

The general high cost of all their raw materials, espe- 


cially paper stock and coal, and the difficulties of man- 
ufacture during the past winter have added to the troubles 
of the mill owners and have helped to still further re- 
duce the little profit there has been in the business. The 
non-delivery of coal this winter and the damage done by 
ice and water have been among the handicaps under 
which the manufacturers have labored. The enforced 
idleness of many of the mills has no doubt been some- 
what of a blessing; nevertheless the manufacturers com- 
plained that at times during the winter they could not 
run off orders that their customers happened to need. 
At other times this winter many of the felt mills were idle 
for want of orders. 

In regard to prevailing prices for felts and saturated 
prices, the statement is made that while the manufacturers 
are getting all they can, which is by no means satis{ac- 
tory, the dealers throughout the country are still adher- 
ing to the price agreement made two years ago with the 
saturating companies. Until there is a_ satisfactory 
settlement of the labor questions and a return of con- 
fidence in the situation by builders, no great improvement 
in the building paper line is looked for. 


Paper Trade Changes in St. Louis. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Louis, Mo., March 28, 1904.—A stock company, in- 
corporated under the laws of Missouri, under the name of 
the National Paper Company, has bought the capital stock, 
$60,000, and paper business of the F. O. Sawyer Paper 
Company. The officers of the new company are: R. F. X. 
Smith, president; Aug. M. Goesling, vice president; J. P. 
Feifer, secretary and treasurer. 

The old force employed by the Sawyer Paper Company 
has been retained. ‘ 

Mr. Smith has for the past twenty-five years been asso- 
ciated with the F: O. Sawyer Paper Company, in charge of 
the city salesmen. Besides being an experienced paper 
man he is an accomplished salesman and has many friends, 
who are congratulating him upon his new enterprise. 

F. O. Sawyer, the retiring president, has been in the 
paper business in St. Louis for the past forty-five years 
and is widely known throughout the paper making sections 
as well as the trade of the country. Mr. Sawyer has ac- 
quired a comfortable fortune in the paper business and has 


large manufacturing interests in St. Louis and Alexandria, 
Ind., making mineral wood, asbestos and other building 
materials. In this industry Mr. Sawyer has associated with 
him his son, Frank Sawyer, who was also connnected with 
him in the paper business. Mr. Sawyer only determined 
to retire from the paper business, to which interests he had 
been so long devoted, in order to give more time to the 
upbuilding of his manufacturing industries. 

Frank Sawyer, the junior member of the concern, stated 
that their sale for building material had greatly increased 
and that they were not only full of orders for domestic 
use, but were shipping heavily to foreign ports. 

CLIMAX. 


Criticising the “Soo.” 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Toronto, Canada, March 26, 1904.—“It was tantamount 
to a fraud on the Canadian people for the Consolidated 
Lake Superior ‘Company to obtain from them credits to 
the extent of $1,500,000, when they knew that they were 
practically insolvent and that they were not in a position 
to repay the money.” 

J. W. St. John, a leading member of the Conservative 
opposition in the Ontario Legislature, thus expressed his 
opinion at a meeting of the Public Accounts Committee of 
the Legislature, which is inquiring into the bill for govern- 
ment assistance to the Consolidated Lake Superior Com- 
pany. 

He had previously secured from O. P. Chitty, formerly 
treasurer of the company, an admission that its officers had 
contracted debts when they knew that it was only a matter 
of a few days before the company would be compelled to 
go to the wall unless new capital came to the rescue. 

Mr. Chitty’s evidence disclosed a strange state of affairs 
in connection with the management of the defunct com- 
pany. It came out that, although the company was prac 
tically insolvent, it not only secured credit wherever :t 
could, but also granted increases in salaries to some of 
its employees. Furthermore, payments were made to per- 
sons who were not regularly on the payroll, and the order 
passed in council that the money voted by the government 
was “to pay wages and relieve distress” was decidedly not 
strictly adhered to.

The Cendition of the Market Today—Causes That Have 
Led to the Demoralization—New Product 
That Has Come to Market. 








The situation in building papers, according to the manu- 
facturers, is far from encouraging. Since the middle of 
last December there has been a steady decline in the de- 
mand for both the dry and the saturated felts. This 
week, because of the settled weather, which permits of 
building operations, there is a slight improvement in busi- 
ness. Very little of this, however, is shared by the manu- 
facturers, as stocks in the hands of the dealers are, as a 
rule, very large. The strike now on in the building trades 
in New York has been more than enough to offset the 
increase due to the opening up of spring trade. As a re- 
sult of the depression in these papers this winter, prices on 
them have gone off considerably. Some recent quotations 
made on the dry felts have been lower than any figure 
given in four years. 

The depression in the building paper line began about 
a year ago. It was not severely felt, however, till the end 
of last summer. By that time the long strike in the 
building trades had resulted in an accumulation of stock 
in the hands of dealers throughout the country. The gen- 
eral unsettled condition of the building trades last year, 
due to the labor disputes, no doubt had a great deal to do 
with the curtailment of the demand for these papers. In 
addition to the falling off in the demand a bad situation 
has been made worse by the increase in production of many 
of the felt mills. Preparations for this increase had been 
made during the prosperous year of 1902. Besides, two 
new mills have come on the market with their products 
during the year. A third large mill will soon be running 
on felts. Three or four small mills within the year have 
also turned their attention to making felts. The combined 
result of a decreased demand and an increased production 
has been an almost total demoralization of the market on 
both dry and saturated felts. The introduction of a new 
paper made by a patented process has also come into use 
within the year, and has of course affected the demand 
for the saturated felts. 

The general high cost of all their raw materials, espe- 


cially paper stock and coal, and the difficulties of man- 
ufacture during the past winter have added to the troubles 
of the mill owners and have helped to still further re- 
duce the little profit there has been in the business. The 
non-delivery of coal this winter and the damage done by 
ice and water have been among the handicaps under 
which the manufacturers have labored. The enforced 
idleness of many of the mills has no doubt been some- 
what of a blessing; nevertheless the manufacturers com- 
plained that at times during the winter they could not 
run off orders that their customers happened to need. 
At other times this winter many of the felt mills were idle 
for want of orders. 

In regard to prevailing prices for felts and saturated 
prices, the statement is made that while the manufacturers 
are getting all they can, which is by no means satisfac- 
tory, the dealers throughout the country are still adher- 
ing to the price agreement made two years ago with the 
saturating companies. Until there is a satisfactory 
settlement of the labor questions and a return of con- 
fidence in the situation by builders, no great improvement 
in the building paper line is looked for. 


Paper Trade Changes in St. Louis. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

St. Louis, Mo., March 28, 1904.—A stock company, in- 
corporated under the laws of Missouri, under the name of 
the National Paper Company, has bought the capital stock, 
$60,000, and paper business of the F. O. Sawyer Paper 
Company. The officers of the new company are: R. F. X. 
Smith, president; Aug. M. Goesling, vice president; J. P. 
Feifer, secretary and treasurer. 

The old force employed by the Sawyer Paper Company 
has been retained. « 

Mr. Smith has for the past twenty-five years been asso- 
ciated with the F: O. Sawyer Paper Company, in charge of 
the city salesmen. Besides being an experienced paper 
man he is an accomplished salesman and has many friends, 
who are congratulating him upon his new enterprise. 

F. O. Sawyer, the retiring president, has been in the 
paper business in St. Louis for the past forty-five years 
and is widely known throughout the paper making sections 
as well as the trade of the country. Mr. Sawyer has ac- 
quired a comfortable fortune in the paper business and has 


large manufacturing interests in St. Louis and Alexandria, 
Ind., making mineral wood, asbestos and other building 
materials. In this industry Mr. Sawyer has associated with 
him his son, Frank Sawyer, who was also connnected with 
him in the paper business. Mr. Sawyer only determined 
to retire from the paper business, to which interests he had 
been so long devoted, in order to give more time to the 
upbuilding of his manufacturing industries. 

Frank Sawyer, the junior member of the concern, stated 
that their sale for building material had greatly increased 
and that they were not only full of orders for domestic 
use, but were shipping heavily to foreign ports. 

CLIMAX 


Criticising the “Soo.” 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Toronto, Canada, March 26, 1904.—“It was tantamount 
to a fraud on the Canadian people for the Consolidated 
Lake Superior ‘Company to obtain from them credits to 
the extent of $1,500,000, when they knew that they wer: 
practically insolvent and that they were not in a position 
to repay the money.” 

J. W. St. John, a leading member of the Conservative 
opposition in the Ontario Legislature, thus expressed his 
opinion at a meeting of the Public Accounts Committee of 
the Legislature, which is inquiring into the bill for govern- 
ment assistance to the Consolidated Lake Superior Com- 
pany. 

He had previously secured from O. P. Chitty, formerly 
treasurer of the company, an admission that its officers had 
contracted debts when they knew that it was only a matter 
of a few days before the company would be compelled to 
go to the wall unless new capital came to the rescue. 

Mr. Chitty’s evidence disclosed a strange state of affairs 
in connection with the management of the defunct com 
pany. It came out that, although the company was prac 
tically insolvent, it not only secured credit wherever :t 
could, but also granted increases in salaries to some of 
its employees. Furthermore, payments were made to per 
sons who were not regularly on the payroll, and the order 
passed in council that the money voted by the government 
was “to pay wages and relieve distress” was decidedly not 
strictly adhered to.

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Eight Months’ Foreign Business. 


On page 477 of this issue of Tue Paper Trape JourNAL 
we print the Treasury Department returns of imports and 
exports of paper, &c., for the month of February and for 
the eight months ended February 29, 1904, together with the 
figures for the corresponding periods of a year ago in order 
that comparisons may be easily made. 

In paper we have increased both our imports and ex- 
ports. In February, 1903, our paper import was valued at 
$395,673, and in February, 1904, at $437,171. In the eight 
months ended February 28, 1903, we exported paper to the 
value of $3,150,203, and in the eight months ended Febru- 
ary 29, 1904, to the value of $3,611,162, an increase of $460,- 
959. This increased business was distributed between the 
United Kingdom, Belgium, Germany, “other Europe” and 
“other countries,” Japan being the only loser, her sales to 
us in periods under comparison decreasing from $153,906 to 
$146,446. Germany took the lion’s share of the new busi- 
ness, increasing her eight months’ sales to us from $1,942,- 
201 to $2,218,336. 

In the way of exports we lost on the month’s busi- 
ness, but gained in that for the eight months period. In 
February, 1903, we exported paper to the value of $543,273, 
and in February, 1904, to the value of $508,528, a loss of 
$34,745. In the eight months period ended February 28, 
1903, we exported paper to the value of $4,691,528 and in 
the eight months period ended February 29, 1904, to the 
value of $4,770,614, an increase of $79,086. The distribu- 
tion of the paper in the eight months, periods was as 
follows:

This gain in the eight months period was almost en- 
tirely in miscellaneous papers and was made in spite of 
losses in writing and printing papers, the value of the 
exports of the former dropping from $634,440 in the eight 
months ended February 28, 1903, to $556,891 in the eight 
months ended February 29, 1904, and the latter from 
$1,718,817 in the eight months ended February 28, 1903, to 
$1,497,868 in the eight months ended February 29, 1904. 

In pulp we increased both our imports and our exports, 
the former growing from a value of $2,254,431 in the eight 
months ended February 28, 1903, to $2,325,901 in the eight 
months ended February 29, 1904, and the latter from a value 
of $308,381 in the eight months ended February 28, 1903, 
to a value of $484,805 in the eight months ended February 
29, 1904. 


The Cost of Pulp Wood. 


In general terms everyone who has anything to do with 
the production of pulp and paper knows that the cost of 
pulp wood has increased considerably the last few years. 
and that each year that cost is raised a notch. 
article in another part of this issue of Tae Paper Trape 
JOURNAL we present some figures showing what the ad- 
vances have been. Even these figures do not show the

extreme figures that some mills have had to pay, and there 
have been recent sales of rossed Canadian spruce at fig- 
ures that will place the cost of the wood at the American 
pulp mill at $11 to $12a cord. This is a very high cost. 
It is a price which, if it should be general amd permanent, 
would compel either further economies in the operating 
of paper mills or an increase im the price of paper. That 
is a point that is very clear to paper manufacturers, and 
later will be made clear to paper consumers. Pulp wood 
buyers are adopting various expedients to keep prices 
down, but notwithstanding all their efforts each year’s 
stock costs more than its predecessor, 

The soda fibre men, dependent chiefly om poplar for 
their work, have been and are yet in bad shape as to their 
wood supply. Because of imability to get wood, owing 
to the high price of labor because of its better employment 
in getting out wood for other industries, mamy soda fibre 
mills in February almost emtirely suspended operations, 
and some did suspend entirely. The situation has not 
changed materially, and soda fibre may be expected to 
hold its present value firmly. This being the case, it will 
be a strong factor in maintaiming the price of papers in 
which soda fibre is the chief raw material, 


There is some complaint that business is quiet. Some 
of it may be well founded, but much of it is simply due to 
expectations having been pitched too high. From all direc- 
tions come reports that the business of 1903 showed a sub- 
stantial increase over that of 1902, and everyone naturaliy 
expected—the expectation beimg born of hope—that the 
business of 1904 would at once begin to jump ahead of that 
of 1903. The fact is there is a large volume of business 
being done. Prices are being held firm, but some people 
do not regard trade as normal even unless there is a rush 
and a bustle and confusion. People croak about poor trade 
and pine about the “Presidemtial year” always depressing 
commercial activity, when the fact is that the man who 
really keeps after business in a systematic way, advertising 
his wares effectively in proper mediums, has very little time 
to frame complaints. The mam who sits in the corner and 
declines to keep up with modern methods will find business 
poor, not only im Presidential but in other years as well. 


There was imtroduced into the Legislature of New 
Brunswick last week a resolution prohibiting the export of 
logs cut on the Crown lands im that province. It provoked 
considerable discussion, and there was apparemt a hesitancy 
about passing the measure. It was finally referred to a 
committee to imvestigate. There was a shrewd suspicion 
in the minds of some of those who took part in the pro- 
ceedings that New Brunswick needed to sell us its logs 
quite as badly as we needed to buy them, amd that should 
export be prohibited the provimce might lose a good cus- 
tomer for both its wood and pulp. 





The spring floods have dome considerable damage in the 
paper industry, but up to date the losses have not reached 
as large figures as it was feared they would. Mills have 
been shut down because of inundations, finished stock has 
been ruined, shipments have been delayed, some dams have 
been broken, but there has not been a wholesale wrecking 
of dams and miills, such as might have beem looked for, 
when one considers the large area of country affected. Of 
course there is yet more water and ice to come down, but 
it is hoped that they will not play havoc with property 
and lives. 


On another page we reprint a story showing how a 
printer saved a job that was being printed om coated pa- 
per, and where the paper had stretched after one side 
had been printed and before the sheets were backed. Of 
course it was impossible to register. The marration of 
the means adopted to avoid the loss of the paper and the 
reprinting of the work is of interest not only to printers 
but to paper makers likewise. It contaims suggestions 
that may prove of value in a similar emergency. 


The White Mountain proposition is to be revived. This 
time there are to be two companies, each eapitalized at 
$5,000,000, one of which is to be a pulp prodasecing concern, 
while the other is to operate the paper mill. This is the 
state of affairs according to the chairman of the reorgan- 
ization committee of bondholders, so that the information 
is official The course of events in this matter will be 
watched with a great deal of interest. 


The makers of roofing and sheathing felts are not happy. 
They claim that their market is not in good condition, the 
demand having fallen off owing to strikes im the building 
lines, &c., while the production has been increased and will 
be further increased this year. The paper maker certainly 
seems to have about as many, if not more troubles than 
manufacturers in other industries.

OBITUARY. 


Epwarp O’ NEILL. 

Soguet, Cal., March 24, 1904.—Edward O’Neill, one of 
the veteran paper manufacturers of the Pacific Coast, died 
here last week. Mf. O’Neill had not been in good health for 
some time and two months ago he came down from Al- 
bany, Ore., believing that a change of climate would re- 
store him. He leaves a widow and a son, who has been 
his business associate. 

Mr. O’Neill was a man of great force and of fine integ- 
rity. His business ventures were successful and he en- 
joyed the close friendship of many. He came from a fam- 
ily of paper makers, his grandfather and father having 
owned and operated concerns in this country and Ireland. 
In 1878 he and his brother, Frank O'Neill, established the 
South Coast Paper Mills at this place and in 1890 the 
brothers were associated with C. W. Callaghan in starting 
the Lebanon Paper Mills at Lebanon, Ore. At the time of 
his death Mr. O’Neill was a director of the Union Pulp 
and Paper Company of San Francisco. 








Apert N. HARTWELL. 

Watertown, Mass., March 28, 1904.—Albert N. Hart- 
well died last week at his residence, 16 Russell avenue, 
after a short illness. 

Mr, Hartwell was born in Littleton, Mass., sixty-three 
years ago, and came to Watertown more than thirty years 
ago to take charge of the paper mill of Hollingsworth & 
Whitney, and he acted in the capacity of superintendent of 
the mill up to January, 1901, when he retired, and since 
that time he had not been engaged actively in any busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Hartwell was a man who enjoyed the confidence of 
the entire community, and many times during his long and 
useful life here he was importuned to accept public office. 
Although always interested in public affairs he persistently 
declined to allow the use of his name for any office. 

He served in the War of the Rebellion with honor, and 
was the second commander of Isaac B. Patten Post 81, 
G. A. R. He was also a member of Pequosette Lodge, F. 
and A. M. He was also connected with the Unitarian 
Church, 

He is survived by one child, a daughter, Mrs. Pfeiffer. 


THE SPRING FLOODS. 


(Continued from page 476.) 

American Writing Paper Company; at West Carrollton the 
Geo. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company; at Miamis- 
burg the two local mills, and at Excello the Harding 
plant, which is now part and parcel of the American 
Writing Paper Company. Nearly all mills in Dayton and 
Middletown found it impossible to operate satisfactorily 
owing to backwater from tailraces and hydraulics, while 
the damage im this city, part of which was under water, 
was heavy. The board of public service was notified yes- 
terday by many property owners that suits would be 
brought for damages sustained unless the municipality 
made the losses good otherwise. 

It is possible that the greatest damage was done in But- 
ler County, of which Haniilton is the county seat, the loss 
being estimated very conservatively there at $125,000. 
Throughout the valley the losses will reach $250,000, it is 
said, including damage to property and suspension of in- 
dustries. 

North of Dayton the most serious havoc was wrought at 
Springfield, where 1,0co men were thrown out of employ- 


ment and 500 people were driven from their homes. Xenia, 
Piqua, Tippecanoe and other towns did not escape, how- 
ever. Added to the damage from river overflows, the 
banks of the Miami and Erie Canal broke near Miamis- 
burg. A break in the canal always materially interferes 
with the operation of paper mills in the valley and the 
present instance was no exception to the rule. M. V. 





Conditions in New England.

Reports from various sections of New England con- 
cerning conditions governing the water supply are more 
favorable. Some parts of Maine had heavy rains last week, 
filling the rivers and breaking up the ice. The streams in 
the northern part of that State are still icebound, but the 
weather is such that no serious trouble is expected from 
freshets, although back water may cause some annoyance. 
In New Hampshire and the eastern part of this State the 
rivers are about free of ice, so that the situation at Law- 
rence and Haverhill, Mass., and at Nashua, N. H., is quite 
favorable.

Danger Over in Black River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., March 29, 1904.—The danger from 
a sudden break up in the Black River Valley is practically 
over, a thaw that set in last week having raised the river 
sufficiently to carry out the ice between Carthage and 
Dexter with no damage to speak of. The stream is still 
full of ice for many miles above Carthage, but no danger 
is apprehended, the clearing of the stream below that point 
removing practically all danger of ice jams and conse- 
quent damage to mill property. 
- Since Friday there has been more water than was need- 
ed, and it was necessary to shut down the International 
Paper Company’s Ontario Mill for a couple of days. There 
has been some trouble over lack of power, caused by back 
water, but nothing serious. Today all mills are running 
without hindrance of any sort. The floods that have 
caused trouble on the main line of the New York Central 
have not affected the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
division to any extent. B. 





Wabash Mills Suffer Damage. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

WaeasH, Ind., March 28, 1904——The Wabash Coating 
Mills, of this city, are about the heaviest sufferers on ac- 
count of the recent flood. They had men on guard all 
Friday night, but the water rose so rapidly early Saturday 
morning that they could not secure assistance in time to 
prevent the waters from rushing in upon the first floor of the 
building. Inside of a few hours there was 6 feet of water 
in the basement, which ruined several thousand dollars’ 
worth of paper and material which they had stored there. 
During the last high water they were able to move about 
100 tons of stock from the basement on account of the slow 
rising of the water, but this time they were not so fortu- 
nate. They barely had time to remove the belts and a few 
of the pulleys, which, if left in place, would have "greatly 
increased the loss. The mills were forced to shut down 
entirely and it will undoubtedly be the last of this week 
before they can resume running. The water was about 2 
feet higher than during the last flood and it was necessary 
for the office employees to take boats in order to reach the 
office, and as boats were busy removing people from houses 
they were unable to reach their work for several hours. 
The repair department of the mill worked all day Satur- 
day and all night, installing a large pump, as the pump in 
the basement, which had been placed there during the last 
flood, was about 3 feet under water and could not be 
worked. With this large pump they have reduced the 
water level about an inch an hour since Sunday noon, but 
at about 10 o’clock this morning the water began to rise 
again, and it is feared that they will not be able to 7 rate 
the mill as soon as they had hoped.

How a Printer Prevented a Serious Loss—The Paper 
Stretched After Ome Side Was Printed and Beiore 
the Sheets Were Backed. 








An incident recently occurred in our plant, says the 
Practical Printer, which came very near proving a serious 
loss, and the remedy applied may be of interest and value 
to our readers. 

I will first state the case. The job was a 5,000 edition 
thirty-two page and cover booklet; size of page, 4x5 
inches ; size of sheet, 23x33 inches; stock, 64 pound coated 
book (basis 25x38—80) “perfects.” The matter was 19x23 
ems pica, with the rules surrounding each page; made up 
into thirty-two page form; gutters all metal furniture; 
form squared up perfectly; sheet to “work and turn,” back 
up itself; matter, half tones and type; register to be per- 
fect on pages and surrounding rules. According to every 
rule the form was perfect. 

The job was in a great hurry. The stock had been or 
dered from a place about .120 miles distant—delayed a day 
on the road, and form was put to press and made ready as 
soon as "phone notice announced arrival of stock. As soon 
as cases were placed in pressroom one side of sheet was 
run off. As a usual precaution several sheets were “backed 
up” and showed perfect register. This one side was fin- 
ished by closing down time on Thursday evening. 

Friday morning sheets were put on the press to be 
“backed up.” Now the trouble. The gripper edge row of 
eight pages registered fairly well, while the “off row” of 
eight (those farthest away from the grippers) measured 
about threé picas (or one-half inch) shorter than the same 
eight pages on the other side of the sheet printed Thurs- 
day. 

The row of eight pages in the type measured 314 
inches ; the Thursday’s printing from the eight pages meas- 
ured 31% inches on the off row, while the Friday’s back- 
up printing from the self same eight pages measured cor- 
rectly with the type 3134 inches, and in consequence when 
the sheet was held to the light the back-up form was one- 
half inch “off.” The work was as well as ruined. “Divid- 


ing up” the difference meant faulty workmanship; besides, ~ 


the trim margins and gutters would not permit of this. 

Here was a problem, First, where was the trouble? 
Secondly, could the job be saved, and by what remedy? 
New stock could not be had in time to run the job over, 
and if it were run over, would not the same trouble possi- 
bly occur again? But above all, the loss of the stock was 
the most serious matter. 

Did the sheet “bag”? We ran a sheet through, “turned” 
it and “backed up”—register perfect; we ran another 
through and “tumbled” it—register perfect. No fault in 
the press. Cause of the trouble must be sought in the 
sheet—press all right, form tight and all right. So the 
following bit of “thinking it out” was done: The weather 
was dry and hot when the stock was shipped, the delay 
on the the road in a car added to the drying process, and 
therefore the stock when it arrived in our machine room 
was thoroughly dry—even warm. Our machine room is 
below the street, always cool and with some little moisture 
in its atmosphere, especially during the excessively hot 
weather. The stock was run on one side, dry and warm, 
fresh from the cases. «It was partly in touch with the pre- 
vailing atmosphere of the press room while running sheet 
after sheet over the tapes of the press Thursday, and thor- 
oughly acclimatized, or saturated with the atmosphere dur- 
ing the night. In short, the sheet had “swelled” or ex- 
panded after being printed. 

Now to the remedy. We closed the press room tight, 
made a good hot fire in the stove, laid the sheets in piles 
of 50 to 100 on the racks and placed these “off edge” of 
sheet toward the stove, turned them and transposed the 
racks at short intervals and measured them about every 
half hour. When a batch of sheets had “shrunk” to 
Thursday’s normal (or size of type in form) 313% inches, 
we ran them at once. The whole process consumed about 
five hours and saved the job. We were able to run it in 
perfect register save a few sheets, which did not get the 
even drying, and they were but a six to pica lead “out.” 
It meant five hours of fear, hope and uncertainty, but we 
were rewarded for the little trouble of stopping the print- 
ing machine and starting the thinking machine. 

Now, finally, to the lesson taught us by this experience. 
Never work a sheet of paper that requires absolute register 
the same day you get it into the shop, whether it be from 
your local paper house or from a distance. The atmos- 
phere of the warehouse may not tally with that of your 
shop. Let it lay over in your pressroom, well spread out, 
at least a day and a night, turning it at frequent intervals, 
until it has become thoroughly acclimatized, before run- 
ning it. 

It will save you more or less serious loss, and save you 
getting “rattled.” If this trouble does come to you in 
future, try this remedy. It works both ways: Had the con- 
ditions been vice versa—had the sheets contracted—we 


would have spread them out and sprinkled water or laid 
wet rags around the sheets. Be sure to measure from time 
to time whether the sheet has gone back to “normal.” If 
it shrinks or expands after the back up it will not matter 
at all. 


West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company. 


Yesterday, March 30, the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company took over the paper and pulp mills of the Dun- 
can Company at Mechanicsville, N. Y., and during the 
coming month the office forces of the two companies will 
be consolidated at No. 309 Broadway. The Duncan mill, 
as is well known, is an excellent property. That it is such 
is due to the ability and energy of the late Thomas Duncan, 
whose work as general manager since his death has been 
ably carried on by his son, John C. Duncan. The latter 
will continue his management of the Mechanicsville plant, 
and as a director of the company will be actively interested 
in all the affairs of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company will in- 
crease its capital stock from $3,600,000 to $7,500,000, of 
which about $7,150,000 will be issued. The Mechanicsville 
plant will be bonded for $1,000,000 and this money will be 
spent in improving and enlarging all the company’s mills. 

At the Piedmont plant at Luke, Md., two new Fourdri- 
niers, One 142 inches and the other 152 inches wide, will be 
added. These machines, now being built by the Rice, 
Barton & Fales Iron and Machine Company, of Worcester, 
Mass,, will use up the company’s present surplus of soda 
pulp. Two Westinghouse turbine engines of 1,000 kilo- 
watts each, with the necessary generators, will also be in- 
stalled. The plant will practically be driven by motors, and 
will be equipped with every, up to date proven device. 

At Mechanicsville, N. Y., the company will increase the 
water power, the soda fibre plant will be rebuilt and en- 
larged, and in fact the whole mill will be improved, as 
will be every other plant owned by the company. 

When its contemplated improvements are made, the com- 
pany will have a paper capacity of 280 tons a day. 


New Paper Mills in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.eton, Wis., March 28, 1904.—It was reported a few 
weeks ago that a paper mill was to be built at Merrill, 
Wis, on the Wisconsin River. Subsequently it developed 
that the mill was to be a ground wood mill and prepara- 
tions for building operations have already been undertaken. 
The latest report from Merrill is to the effect that another 
and entirely distinct paper mill project is on foot, which 
contemplates the construction of a paper mill a short dis- 
tance north of the city at the location of the Shea dam, 
across the Wisconsin. As before, however, details concern- 
ing the identity of the men behind the plan are lacking. It 
is vouchsafed, however, that the plant when completed will 
cost $1,000,000. 

There is talk also of new paper mills at Kaukauna, as a 
result of.the settlement of the water power difficulties there. 
It is believed that the old Badger paper mill will be rebuilt 
in the form of a book paper mill, and in addition it was 
reported last week that another paper mill on the canal 
of the Kaukauna Water Power Company was a strong 
probability. There is nothing definite, however, about 
either of these propositions. Fox River. 





Howland Pulp Mill Sold. 
Eastern Office. Fy Faces Trave Jovanat, t 
Boston, Mass., March 29, 1904. 

Under date of March 26 the Howland Pulp Company, 
with business office in this city, announces the sale of its 
sulphite plant at Howland, Me., to the Howland Pulp and 
Paper Company. The latter is a new corporation recently 
organized, of which F. H. Babbitt-is president and George

in Maine and will continue to occupy its office quarters in 
the Hancock Building.

PAPER.—The opening up of spring trade, due to im- 
proved weather conditions, has this week increased the 
demand for practically all grades of paper. The single 
exception is to be found in the lithographic papers. These 
are at a standstill because of the continuance of the lithog- 
raphers’ strike. As the consumption of Manilas is very 
large this week, due to the holiday trade, there has natural- 
ly been a large movement in them. Book and Writing 
papers are also reported as being a little more active. 
These and News paper are, however, considered stronger 
comparatively than the Wrapping papers. In regard to 
Manilas the chief feature of the situation is the dissatisfac- 
tion of the manufacturers with the current prices for their 
products. On this point it is reported this week that a 
movement is under way for an advance on Manila papers. 
rhe prices that have prevailed on Wrappings this week 
the manufacturers say have been far too low. Recently one 
of them raised his price on his No. 1 Wood Manila from 
2c. to 2.60c. Since then the other manufacturers have 
been trying to get their customers to pay them more money. 
Now that the spring consumption of Wrappings has begun 
in earnest the manufacturers think the time opportune for 
an advance. No. 2 Wood Manilas are scarce at 2c.

~Paper Manufacturers as Canal Hustlers. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, March 28, 1904.—Beyond a doubt the 
most sensational aftempt on the part of paper mill men— 
and a successful one at that—ever made to thwart alleged 
pernicious legislation was made last week when a contin- 
gent of influential Miami Valleyites swooped down upon 
the Capitol, taking it by storm, and actually snatching from 
apparent defeat a victory more brilliant than any ever here- 
tofore achieved by tradesmen. The feat of practically 
killing the Johnston canal bill by having it tabled by a vote 
of 63 to 46 in the Ohio House of Representatives was not 
accomplished without unreserved effort and exhaustive 
preparation. Mass meetings were held a few days previ- 
ously in Dayton and Cincinnati and were attended by some 
of the most prominent manufacturers, but it was a notable 
fact that paper mill men took a leading part, such men as 
Charles D. Mead, president of the Mead Paper Company ; 
J. Howard Friend, the organizer of the Interstate Paper 
Company; R. W. Burns, the secretary and treasurer of the 
Geo. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company; Major Fox, 
of the Fox Paper Company; Col. H. E. Mead, of the Mead 
Paper Company, and scores of others, urging business men 
in general to save the Miami and Erie Canal. 

J. E. Weiffenbach, president of the Commercial Club, of 
Dayton, who headed the Dayton delegation, which joined 
the Cincinnatians, all numbering several hundred, sent word 
to Speaker Thomas that representative business men from 
all parts of Ohio had requested him to ask for permission 
to enter on the floor of the House during the discussion of 
the canal measure. A reply was immediately received that 
the delegation would be excluded from the floor. Plans 
were then made to storm the House, and, if necessary, 
“break down the doors.” Speeches were made in the ro- 
tunda of the Capitol and fhe wildest confusion reigned, 
similar scenes never having before been enacted in the 
building. Legislators in their seats could plainly hear the 
ringing speeches and this had the effect of changing many 
votes at the critical moment when the bill came up for 
consideration. Representative Shuler, of this city, succeed- 
ed after a clever speech in moving the tabling of the bill. 
Representative Frizell, of Dayton, demanded the ayes and 
nays, which were forthcoming, and in order to clinch the 
matter after Shuler’s motion had been carried a motion to 
reconsider was flatly lost. P M. V.

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CANADIAN WOOD MATTERS. 


Annual Report of the Ontario Commissioner of Crown 
Lands—Some of the Mills That Took Out Pulp Wood 
—Ontario’s Lumbermen’s Association. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ottawa, Canada, March 28, 1904.—The annual report 
of the Commissioner of Crown Lands for Ontario, just 
presented to the provincial legislature, contains some in- 
teresting statistics for lumbermen and paper makers. It 
states that the total collections of the department were 
$2,459,110.86. Of this, $147,014.05 was derived from sales 
and leases of Crown Lands, $2,807.356.12 from timber, and 
$4,740.69 from miscellaneous. The total disbursements 
were $351,011.28, including agents’ salaries, $28,964.51; for- 
est ranging, $41,305.74; fire ranging. $31,237.86. The total 
area of Crown Lands disposed of was 123,995 acres, of 
which 80,466 were for agricultural purposes. 

The Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company took out 
considerable quantities of pulp wood last winter, but, owing 
to unfortunate financial conditions into which the affairs of 
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this company have fallen, the pulp mills as well as the 
other industries were shut down for a period. 

The Sturgeon Falls Pulp Company has completed its 
new mills, and carried out to the full its contract with the 
government, and has now in operation a plant capable of 
turning out from 40 to 50 tons of news paper per diem. 

The Spanish River Pulp and Paper Company has the 
construction of its plant sufficiently well advanced to war- 
rant it in taking out a supply of pulp wood. 

The Nepigon Pulp and Paper Company proposes 10 
proceed with the erection of its mills on the opening of 
navigation. 

The Rainy River Pulp Company has had plams prepared 
for a dam at Sand Island Falls on the Seine River, where 
it proposes to develop some 10,000 horse power. 

The territory covered by the Blanche River pulp con- 
cession having been almost entirely settled up, the benefit 
of pulp wood upon the lands will inure to the settlers in- 
stead of to the Crown. lL. 

Toronto, Canada, March 26, 1g04.—At the ammual meet- 
ing of the Lumbermen’s Association of Ontario, held at 
the Queen’s Hotel, President W. D. Lummis said that 





prices would be probably 10 per cent. higher than last year, 
Ottawa men having secured that advance, and the increased 
cost of production requiring a 10 per cent. advance in 
order to put lumbermen in the same relative position as 
last year. The severe weather of the past winter had de 
creased production and increased cost. 

Statistics showed that the total production for 1903 of 
mills in Northwestern Ontario, which embraces all the 
mills on the Georgian Bay and northward and westward 
to the western boundary of the province, including the 
Lake of the Woods, was 485,000,000 feet. _The comparison 
with former years was as follows: 1899, 351,000,000; 1900, 
476,000,000; 1901, 466,000,000; 1902, 510,000,000; decrease 
of 1903 as compared with 1902, 25,000,000 feet. The output 
for 1904 the president estimated at 420,000,000 feet. 

Returns just to hand from Manitoba indicate that the 
cut there (chiefly spruce lumber) will be over double any 
previous winter. The figures are: 1902-3, 30,000,000 feet ; 
1903-4, 65,000,000.
